PHILADELPHIA. Sept. 20.—Calvin 
Pardee, owner of the Latimer and Har- 
wood collieries, in the Hazleton dis- 
trict, in an interview, said: 

“At Harwood, from which 25,000 tons 
of coal were shipped in August, the 
net earnings of the 740 employes 
for that month amounted to $29,046, 
or an average of $40.06 per capita.

First Clash 
Was Bloodless. 

There was considerable excitement about 
6 o'clock this morning in the vicinity of 
No. 40 shaft of the Lehigh Valley Coal Co., 
east of this city. The coal and iron police- 
men had gone to the houses in that locality 
and induced a number of breaker boys to 
go to work, it was charged. Strikers at the 
Same time attempted to persuade the boys 
to stay out, but retired when they in- 
sisted on working. On the way to the 
shaft a half a dozen  foreign-speaking 
women surrounded the policemen, and, tak- 
ing the dinner pafis from the now fright- 
ened boys, threatened to strike the coal 
and iron men. A mob of 300 persons soon 
gathered, and for a time it looked as if 
the policemen would get the worst of it, 
but they managed to escape the crowd 
without precipitating a fight. A few of the 
boys went to the mines with the policemen, 
but most of them returned to their homes.

The march to Coleraine, which was ar- 
ranged for last night by the McAdoo men, 
did not take place this morning, as they 
learned it would be unnecessary, a tip hav- 
ing been received that Coleraine would not 
start today.

With Men Who Make Bets 
on the Races.

The card game is operated between race

A single moment's notice would serve to 
transform the place into only an over 
crowded cigar store, where a rather nn- 
Usually large’ number of men and bo, 
would be found sitting around smoking. 

The front of this store is used for the 
purpose of displaying cigars and seiling the 
same, The customary “‘ticker’’ which gives 
the result of the ball games and various 
race tracks is in the front of the store. In 
the rear are several small tables. 

The game played is whist. It is not accord- 
ing to Hoyle, for five points constitute a 
game, and the two losers give to the two 
Winners 50 cents each for every game. Those 
who are not playing gamble by betting on 
the side as to which pair of players will 
win the game. 
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The operation of the game is simple. The 
full deck is spread out on a table and 
who desire to play draw or cut a ecard..."

The person buying a horse in race 
gives the name of the horse: the amount he 
Gesirea to bet and how he wishes to place 
it.

This is the en- 
lire transaction. The bettor is given no 


ticket. The bets are recorded upon a small 
yellow envelope. 

The two men who run the place will lay 
against the bettor their own odds or give 
him the choice of post odds. In the case 
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of the former the bettor gets his money as 
800Nn as the race is run, that is, if he wins: 
in latter he must wait until the next 
day fore he is paid. The odds laid by 
the two pool-sellers are in nearly every in- 
Stance shorter than those given by the 
books at Kinloch.

willingness to return to Pekin ‘f guaran- 
steed protection. The generals in command 
and the ministers of the powers are unwill- 


ing to assume such a responsibility. 
A number of small bands of Duxers have 
been reported in the neighborhood recently. 


GERMANY’S EXPLANATIONS. 


The Kaiser Does Not Mean to Embar- 
rass Negotiations. 

BERLIN, Sept. 20.—It is understood that 
the immediate cause for the issuing by Ger- 
many of the circular note to the powers re- 
garding the Chinese settlement was the 
fact that Li Hung Chang, during his recent 
interview with Dr. Mumm Von Schwarzen.- 
siein. the German minister to China, men- 
tioned a number of names of allieged high 
mandarins, hitherto wholly unknown, as 
those responsible for the Pekin cutrages, 
‘end said that China was willing to punish 

‘them. This explanation seems to be borne 
out by the following statemeat made by the 
Gerinan ftoreign office today to the corre- 
spondent of the Associated Vress in Rerlin: 

“What we want to avoid is an cpportunity 
for allowing China to impose any sham 
ecorcessions upon the powers vy delivering | 
Up for punishment persons who had nothing 
to do with the Pekin atrocities. Hence itis 
advisable for the representatives of tho 
powers in China to designate beforehand all 
who are notoriously guilty.

@ercement with the powers regarding the 
guilty and their punishment.”’ 


 WALDERSEE GONE TO SHANGHAI 


He Is Pushing on to Pekin on the 
. Cruiser, Hertha. 

HONG KONG, Sept. 20.—Count Von Wal- 
Gersee has left here on the German cruiser 
Hertha for Shanghai. 

The British consul in Canton has re- 
ceived a telegram from officials at Kuei 


Yang saying the missionaries of that dis- 
trict have left by way of Sze Chuan and 
that the Taotai has sent soldiers to safely 
escort them to Chung King. 


WILL WINTER IN PEKIN. 


Ten Thousand of the Allied Troops Are 
Preparing to Remain There. 
PEKIN, Sept. 14, via Shanghai, Sept. 19.— 
Gen. Chaffee expresses a preference in favor 
of tents for the winter camp rather than in- 
sanitary buildings. 
The indications are that 10,000 of the allies 
will winter at Pekin. The German force

cities to relieve the strain. The Japanese

He never 
recoverec consciousness and died a few 
hours after being discovered. 

For tvo years detectives worked on the 
case wiihout result. Years rolled on and 
the crime was almost forgotten. In Sep- | 
tember of 1887 Charles F. Stain appeared 
at the Astor House in New York with a 
“confession."’ He said his father and Crom- 
well committed the crime. 


Circumstantial 
Evidence. 

Their sirest followed, and at the trial in 
Gangor, which took place in February of 
1888, It was shown that Stain and Cromwell 
had gone from Medfield to Boston a few 
days before the crime in Dexter; that they 
had shipred a wagon and a team of 
horses by Steamer from Boston to Gardiner, 
Me.; that they had traveled to Dexter in 
this wazon; that they had been in Dex- 
ter on the day of the crime, and that they 
had been seen in the Vicinity of the bank 
buildin shortly betore the unconscious 
form of the treasurer was discovered.

This leaves about 
$6,500,000 in the nands of the public, and it 
is known that more than $5,000,000 of this 
belongs to national banks. 

The circulation to which the banks are 
now entitled is close to $330,000,000, gnd this 
circulation will be attained within a few 
weeks.
